The nation’s fishermen and hunters are no small tax 
catch or bag these days, Tax Foundation, Inc., reports. 
Preliminary reports for fiscal 1957 indicate $90 million 
will he collected for hunting and fishing licenses or permits 
alone in the 48 states. 
Every time a Nimrod sights down a barrel, the Federal 
go\eminent too, gets a generous share of the tax take. In 
the fiscal year ending last June, some $15 million was col­ 
lected by Fncle Sam as excise taxes on firearms, shells and 
cartridges. 
And every time a fisherman made a cast, the ubiquitous 
Tncle was in there excise casting, too. Excise taxes on fish­ 
ing rods and creels brought in almost $5 million in fiscal 
1957. 
Sporting goods, other than fishing rods, creels, etc.. net 
ted the Federal government prn Jically $10 million in rxche 
taxes in fiscal 1957; pistols and revolvers something over 
$1 million in excise levies in the same year. 
Receipts from hunting and fishing licenses and permits 
in the states have almost doubled since 19-18 when they to­ 
taled $48 million. That year in turn doubled 1942‘s receipts 
of $24 million. 
Nine states, according to a V. S. Census Bureau compila­ 
tion. will take in $5 million or more in fiscal 1957 from 
the*e levies; 59 states, including the^e nine, will take in 
$! million or more. 
California, with an estimated $74 million from such fees, 
leads the other states, followed bv Michigan with $5 mil­ 
lion, then Pennsylvania with $5.9 million.

One-thousand Missourians who celebrate the New Tear’s 
holiday with gaiety and hope will not go Christmas shop­ 
ping in 1958. 
This is the ominous outlook for 1958 if the traffic death 
rate is not halted. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol says that if the present in­ 
crease in the traffic death rate that began around the first 
of December continues in 1958, more than 1.200 people will 
be killed. 
During the first eleven months this year nearly 900 peo­ 
ple were killed on the streets and highways of the state. 
Rural traffic accident injuries amount to 17.000 plus 
thousands more on the streets and cities of 10.000 or more 
population. The safety bureau of the Highway Patrol says 
nearly everyone has his own idea of what causes traffic ac­ 
cidents. 
Some say speed or drink alone are the cause. Others be­ 
lieve bad weather or dangerous roadways are the cause 
Some wTant to place all the blame on the older drivers, while 
others just as strongly, point to the young drivers as being 
the sole cause of traffic accidents. 
The Highway Patrol points out that there is no single 
cause for accidents unless it is human failure. 
It is the driver who causes accidents and when he fails, a 
chain of events is set up that turn highways into death 
traps. 
Alcohol and speed do not cause mishaps until they are 
misused by the negligent motorist. Road hazards or weath­ 
er become factors in traffic accidents when drivers fail to 
give them the attention that is necessary for safety. 
The truth of driver responsibility in highway mishaps 
may be shown by the fact that 75 per cent of rural traffic 
accidents occur on straight level roads under ideal weather 
conditions. 
The patrol says that the traffic problem will ho greatly 
aided when even- driver realizes that traffic accidents oc­ 
cur most often as the result of driver faPo-e 
thp* 
driver failure is not confined to any one set oi 
iciois o 
any one age. The driver must know that he ran cause an 
accident when he fails to give 100 per cent attention to the 
job at hand

The nation’s fishermen and hunters are no small tax 
catch or ba* these days, Tax Foundation. Inc., reports. 
Preliminary reports for fiscal 1957 indicate $90 million 
will be collected for hunting and fishing licenses or permits 
alone in the 48 states. 
Every time a Nimrod sighls down a b arrel, the Federal 
government too, gets a generous share of the tax take. In 
the fiscal year ending last June, some $15 million was col­ 
lected by I ncle Sam as excise taxes on firearms, shells and 
cartridges. 
And every time a fisherman made a cast. Hie ubiquitous 
I ncle was in there excise casting, too. E xcise taxes on fish­ 
ing rods and creels brought in almost 8% million in fiscal 
1957. 
Snorting goods, other than fishing rods. creel*. etc., net­ 
ted the Federal government practically $10 million in excise 
taxes in fiscal 1957; pistols and revolvera something over 
$1 million in excise levies in the same vear.

Real danger 
calls for 
prompt protection,

there is value in repeated experi­ 
ences which teach the child to look 
out for his own safety 
Sometimes 
parents 
are

overzealous in trying to protect 
their children from all hurt. T h e 
truth of the matter is, you just 
can't put away everything that is 
potentially harmful. 
Nor 
should 
yo t unreasonably limit a

activity to protect him from a 11 
harm. A child who is completely 
shielded from the possibilities of 
accidents cannot learn how to re­ 
spect those possibilities and de­ 
velop his own defence against ac­ 
cidents.

One-thousand Missourians who celebrate Hie New Year’s 
holiday with gaiety and hope will not fro ('hristma* shop­ 
ping: in 1958. 
This is the ominous outlook for 1958 if the traffic death 
rate is not halted. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol says that if the present in­ 
crease in th# traffic death rate that began around the first 
of December continue* in 1958, more than 1.200 people w ill 
be killed. 
During the first eleven months t hist year nearly 900 peo­ 
ple were killed on the streets and highways of the state. 
Rural traffic accident injuries amount to 17.000 plus 
thousands more on the streets and cities of 10.000 or more 
population. The safety bureau of the Highway Patrol says 
nearly everyone has his own idea of what causes traffic ac­ 
cidents. 
Some say speed or drink alone are the cause. Others be 
lieve bad weather or dangerous roadways are the cause 
Some want to place all the blame on the older drivers, while 
others just as strongly, point to the young drivers as being 
the sole cause of traffic accidents. 
The Highway Patrol points out that there is no single 
cause for accidents unless it is human failure. 
It is the driver who causes accidents and when he fails, a 
chain of events is set up that turn highways into death 
traps. 
Alcohol and speed do not cause mishaps until they are 
misused by the negligent motorist. Road hazards or weath­ 
er become factors in traffic accidents when drivers fail to 
give them the attention that is necessary for safety. 
The truth of driver responsibility in highway mishaps 
may be shown by the fact that 75 per cent of rural traffic 
accidents occur on straight level roads under ideal weather 
conditions. 
The patrol says that the traffic problem will he greatly 
aided when every driver realizes that traffic accidents oc­ 
cur most often as the result of driver failure 
And 
driver failure is not confined to any one set ol factors 
any one age. The driver must know that he can cause an 
accident when he fails to give IOO per cent attention to the 
job at hand. “

troops could come home. 
You also can’t help thinking that

are

sweeping up the tinsel, sorting out 
the Christmas cards, .and on the 
w hole not worrying too much about 
the Man who gives us the excuse 
for tho greatest shopping spree of 
the year, but whose whole life was 
dedicated not to luxury, but sim­ 
plicity; not to hate, but love; no* 
to war, but peace.
